Phillips  Andover  Eleven  to  Play 
Its  First  Game  Under  the  Lights

Andover,  Mass.,  Oct.  1— 
In  keeping  with  its  role  as 
one  of  the  pioneers  on  the 
gridiron  among  boarding 
schools— it  has  been  playing 
interscholastic  football  since 
1877— Phillips  Academy  of 
Andover  will  engage  in  two 
firsts  this  season. 

One  will  take  place  here 
next  Saturday 
Prep  when  the  Royal 
Blue  plays  its  first 
School  night  game, 

Sport*  against  the  Tufts 
University  fresh- 
men. The  other  will  be  a plane 
trip  on  Oct.  13  for  the  game 
with  Lawrenceville  on  the 
New  Jersey  school's  campus. 

“The  boys  are  taking  the 
night  game  in  stride,”  Coach 
Steve  Sorota  said  today.  “But 
that  plane  trip  has  really  got 
them  going.  They  are  looking 
forward  to  it  with  relish." 

Both  innovations  came 
about  because  of  expediency. 
The  night  game,  to  be  played 
under  portable  lights,  was 
scheduled  because  Andover’s 
auditorium  in  George  Wash- 
ington Hall  is  being  reno- 
vated. Since  the  regular  Sat- 
urday school  movie  cannot  be 
shown,  the  night  game  was 
booked  in  its  stead. 

The  air  trip  to  Lawrence- 
ville was  arranged  to  save 
time  as  well  as  money.  When 
the  Royal  Blue  eleven  trav- 
eled to  the  Red  and  Black’s 
campus  by  automobile  two 
years  ago,  it  required  a Fri- 
day night  departure  and  a 
nine-hour  drive  each  way. 
This  time,  the  boys  will  trav- 
el on  an  Eastern  Air  Lines 
shuttle  plane  to  Newark  Air- 
port and  make  the  rest  of  the 
trip  by  bus.  They  will  leave 
here  at  7:45  A.M.  and  be 
back  that  night  by  10. 

“It  means  our  players  will 
not  miss  two  classes  on  Fri- 
day,” Sorota  explained.  “And, 
as  you  know,  classwork  is  a 
pretty  important  item  around 
here.  Besides,  it  will  cost  less 
since  we'll  save  two  meals  for 
our  41-man  party." 

Sorota’s  is  as  pleased  with 
his  squad  as  he  is  with  the 
flying  trip.  The  Andover  eleven 
pulled  one  out  last  Saturday 
when  it  beat  the  Northeastern 
freshmen  in  it’s  opener.  12 — 8. 
Two  pass  plays  from  Joe  Bel- 
forti  to  Dan  Hootstein  went 
for  touchdowns  in  the  last 
period  to  produce  victory. 


“But  apart  from  those 
passes,”  Sorota  said,  “it  was 
our  defense  that  really  tickled 
me.  Some  of  our  boys  hit  the 
enemy  as  if  they  meant  busi- 
ness. If  that  kind  of  work 
continues,  we  may  surprise  a 
lot  of  people.” 

On  paper,  Andover  did  not 
figure  to  have  a great  sea- 
son. Of  last  year’s  starters 
up  front  on  offense,  only 
Frank  Herkimian,  the  200- 
poiind  center  and  captain 
from  near-by  Lawrence,  is 
back.  Three  1961  starters 
are  in  the  backfield — Belforti, 
who  is  a superb  passer,  Hoot- 
stein and  Roger  Farrar. 

Sorota  has  two  returning 
first-stringers  on  defense  in 
Logan  Sawyer  of  Elizabeth 
City,  N.  C.  (178)  pounds)  and 
Jack  Morrison  of  Pasadena, 
Calif.  (175).  Morrison  now  is 
playing  corner  linebacker 
while  Sawyer  is  the  starting 
left  end  on  offense.  Sawyer  is 
the  lightest  man  up  front. 

In  addition  to  Sawyer  and 
Herkimian,  the  starters  so 
far  on  the  offensive  line  have 
been  Dan  Johnson  and  Joe 
McGirt  at  the  tackles,  John 
Faggi  and  Pete  Schulz  at  the 
guards  and  John  Kidder,  right 
end.  In  the  backfield,  the  new 
entry  is  Pete  Pappas,  a 165- 
pound  halfback  from  Lynn. 

The  present  second-string 
line,  reading  from  left  to 
right,  consists  of  A1  Taylor, 
Dick  Hally,  Ben  Barnes,  Mike 
Garvan,  Joel  Caron,  A1  Look 
and  Vic  Petzy.  As  ball-carry- 
ing replacements,  Sorota  has 
been  usnig  Morrison  at  quar- 
terback, Dick  Reynolds  and 
Tom  O'Keefe  at  halfback  and 
Jon  Stableford  at  fullbaek. 
Petzy  is  also  used  as  a first- 
string  defensive  end. 

Although  the  age  range  is 
about  the  same  as  in  recent 
years — the  first  two  teams 
average  about  17  years — the 
line  is  slightly  lighter  than 
usual.  The  first  seven  up 
front  average  187  pounds.  The 
regular  backfield  hits  about 
182.  the  second  quartet  176.

Saturday , September  29  — A 
long  pass  from  Joe  Belforti  to  Dan 
Hootstein  with  about  two  minutes 
remaining  brought  Andover  a great 
come-from-behind  victory  over  the 
Northeastern  frosh,  12-8.  This  was 
the  climax  to  a very  well  played 
game  on  the  part  of  Andover,  for 
the  defensive  work  had  been  vici- 
ous, and  Hootstein  and  Pete  Pap- 
pas had  been  churning  out  yardage 
throughout  the  game.  After  the 
game  coach  Sorota  commented,  “1 
was  very  pleased  with  their  game. 
The  tackling  was  better  than  in 
any  opening  game  in  ten  years.” 

Northeastern  began  their  touch 
down  drive  in  the  second  quarter 
when  punter  John  Kidde  bobbled  a 
low  snap  from  center.  Northeastern 
now  had  the  ball  in  Andover  ter- 
ritory. The  frosh  soon  scored  when 
halfback  Art  Hoke  took  the  ball 
18  yards  around  left  end.  The 
frosh  made  the  conversion  on  a 
MacLeod  to  Thornton  rollout  pass 
play. 

Andover  gave  its  best  display  of 
offensive  power  on  the  next  series 
of  downs.  The  kickoff  was  run 
back  to  the  Andover  13,  whereupon 
Hootstein  burst  through  tackle  for 


ten  yards  on  the  very  first  play. 
The  next  play  was  identical  with 
Hootstein  going  for  13  yards  this 
time.  After  a five  yard  penalty  on 
the  defense,  Pete  Pappas  ground 
out  ten  yards  for  another  first 
down  and  pulled  P.A.  across  the 
midfield  stripe.  A few  plays  later, 
quarterback  Joe  Belforti  threw  a 
long  pass  which  John  Kidder 
caught  after  it  had  been  nicely  de- 
flected to  him  by  a defensive  man 
who  was  trying  to  intercept.  Be- 
ing close  to  the  goal,  the  Blue  tried 
to  grind  out  short  yardage,  but  the 
half  time  whistle  surprised  the 
team  before  it  could  reach  the  goal. 
Since  the  scoreboard  clock  was  not 
operating  and  since  the  four  min- 
ute warning  was  given  while 
Northeastern  had  the  ball  on  the 
previous  set  of  downs,  the  Blue, 
not  realizing  how  little  time  was 
left,  played  conservative  football 
instead  of  going  for  broke. 

The  third  quarter  brought  no 
scores.  The  closest  thing  to  a drive 
that  Andover  could  mount  being 
three  straight  penalties  on  the  de- 
fensive for  offsides  plus  a first 
down  by  Pappas.  At  that  point  Bel- 
forti fumbled  and  the  frosh  gained 
possession. 

Strangely  enough,  the  Andover 
defense  gained  most  of  the  yardage 
in  Andover’s  drive  for  its  first 
touchdown.  Northeastern  was  in 
Andover  territory  with  possession 
of  the  ball  when  prep  Vic  Petzy 
nabbed  the  frosh  passer  far  behind 
the  line  of  scrimmage.  Northeast- 
ern then  failed  in  a kick  attempt. 
The  snap  from  center  sailed  past 
the  kicker  who  recovered  the  ball 
and  tried  to  elude  the  onrushing 
tacklers  by  running  back  and  to  the 
side.  Soon  he  was  surrounded  by 
a mob  of  white  jerseys  and  was 
crushed.  The  Blue  now  found  it- 
self with  the  ball  on  the  North- 
eastern 13.  A second  down  Belforti- 
to-Hootstein  pass  brought  Andover 
to  the  two.  After  three  attempts 
failed,  Hootstein  burst  through 
right  tackle  for  the  touchdown.  The 
extra  point  attempt  failed  as  Bel- 
forti could  not  find  an  open  re- 


Joe  McGirt  then  got  off  an  ef- 
fective, bouncing  kickoff  that  pre- 
vented any  real  runback.  A 15 
yard  penalty  threw  Northeastern 
back  to  its  12,  where  they  kicked. 
Having  little  time  left  Belforti 
went  back  to  pass  on  first  down. 
The  line  failed  to  hold  on  the  first 
two  plays  and  Belforti  couldn  t get 
his  pass  off.  On  third  dovm  Belforti 
faded  back  again.  Just  before  the 
defensive  end  could  reach  him,  he 
fired  40  yards  downfieid  where 
Hootstein  hauled  down  the  pass  in 
the  end  zone.  Northeastern  could 
not  muster  an  attack  after  the 
kickoff,  and  time  soon  ran  out, 
leaving  the  Blue  victors  in  the  sea- 
son’s opener. 

Andover  played  an  excellent 
game,  especially  on  defense.  Fight- 
ing against  a much  heavier  team, 
the  Andover  defenders  allowed 
only  25  yards  on  the  ground  and 
allowed  only  one  pass  completion. 
The  offense  was  effective,  although 
two  interceptions  and  a fumble 
stopped  drives.  The  offensive  line 
did  an  excellent  job  of  opening 
holes.  Their  only  weakness  was 
pass  protection.

Injuries  And  Penalties  Decide  Close  Game; 
Punt  Blocked , But  Attempt  For  Tie  Fizzles

An  injury  to  ace  quarterback 
Joe  Belforti  in  the  first  series  of 
plays  and  a series  of  bad  plays, 
mental  lapses,  and  untimely  pen- 
alties proved  the  undoing  of  a 
game  Andover  football  squad  as 
the  Blue  fell  before  a hard-hitting 
Lawrenceville  team,  14-6.  After 
Belforti  suffered  his  ankle  injury, 
defensive  specialist  Jack  Morrison 
entered  the  game  and  mastermind- 
ed the  P.A.  offense.  Meanwhile, 
the  Larries,  sparked  by  tailbacks 
Todd  Orvald  and  Laird  Busse, 
romped  for  285  yards  on  the 
ground. 

The  opening  frame  featured 
fairly  even  football.  The  Larries 
received  but  Andover  held,  and 
Lawrenceville  was  forced  to  kick 
on  third  down.  Andover  came  back 
to  pick  up  a first  down  but  lost 
the  ball  when  Farrar  fumbled  on 
first  and  ten.  Lawrenceville  then 
began  to  roll,  piling  up  three  first 
downs  before  the  Blue  held.  For 
the  remainder  of  the  period,  neith- 
er team  was  able  to  muster  much 
of  an  attack. 

Lawrenceville  broke  into  the 
scoring  midway  through  the  second 
period  on  a drive  covering  83 
yards  in  7 plays.  Orvald  carried 
for  12  and  20  yards  gains  on  the 
first  two  plays  from  scrimmage, 
and  Busse  picked  up  41  more  on 
tlie  third  play.  Four  plays  later, 
Orvald  rolled  to  his  right  and 
threw  to  Mike  San  Phillips  for  the 
score.  The  play  covered  five  yards. 
Busse  rushed  for  the  two  point 
conversion  but  was  nailed  well 
short  of  the  goal  line. 

Late  in  the  period,  Andover 
made  its  first  real  scoring  bid, 


moving  73  yards  in  8 plays.-  The 
two  key  plays  in  this  drive  were 
passes  from  Morrison  to  Dan 
Hootstein,  one  complete  for  30 
yards  and  the  other  resulting  in 
a pass  interference  penalty  which 
gave  Andover  a first  down  on 
Lawrenceville’s  12  yard  line.  Here, 
the  Blue  were  stopped  as  a Farrar 
rush  netted  only  three  yards  and 
two  attempted  passes  by  Morrison 
were  thwarted  due  to  lack  of  pro- 
tection. The  half  ended  with  Law- 
renceville in  front,  6-0. 

The  third  quarter  consisted  lar- 
gely of  two  sustained  drives,  one 
by  Andover  to  open  the  frame  and 
one  by  Lawrenceville  which  result- 
ed in  the  game  winning  score.  The 
Blue  received  and  drove  for  three 
first  downs,  but  the  attack  stalled 
on  the  Lawrenceville  42.  A John 
Kidde  punt  rolled  out  of  bounds  on 
the  Lawrenceville  8,  the  Larries 
took  over.  Eighteen  plays  later, 
fullback  J.R.  Polhemus  drove  over 
from  the  Blue  4 yard  line.

The  fortunes  of  the  Andover 
soccer  team  have  been  at  a high- 
point  in  recent  years.  Two  years 
ago  the  team  enjoyed  an  undefeat- 
ed season.

Saturday,  Oct.  6 — An  excellent 
Northeastern  Cr3ss-country  team 
waded  its  way  to  a decisive  17-38 
victory  over  the  Andover  harriers. 
Led  by  Bobik  and  Fournier,  North- 
eastern took  five  of  the  first  six 
places.  Andover  Captain  Dick 
Hcwe  finished  fourth,  but  he  was 
the  only  runner  to  break  the  frosh 
quintet’s  domination  of  the  race. 
Andover’s  Bud  Kellet,  Bill  Baumer, 
David  Newsholme,  and  Jeff  Huvelle 
followed  the  two  Northeastern  run- 
ners who  finished  after  Howe  to 
wrap  up  the  scoring.  The  defeat, 
though,  was  not  as  bad  as  it  could 
have  been  because  Northeastern’s 
best  man  wasn’t  able  to  make  the 
trip.  He  was  suffering  from  an 
absessed  tooth. 

After  warming  up  in  the  Old 
Gym,  the  runners  headed  for  the 
track  in  the  driving  rain.  The 
teams  then  put  their  sweat  suits 
under  cover  and  lined  up.  At  the 
start  of  the  race,  several  runners 
were  standing  in  ankle-deep  water 
around  the  starting  line.  With  the 
firing  of  the  gun,  they  splashed 
off  across  the  fields  toward  the 
Sanctuary.  The  only  safe  section 
of  the  course  was  Highland  Road. 
Several  other  places  along  the 
course  caused  spills.  Howe  fell  in- 
side the  Sanctuary  while  rounding 
a corner  and  two  or  three  other 
runners  slipped  and  fell  at  the 
bottom  of  the  steep  walk  by  Fuess 
House.  The  walk  was  covered  with 
mud  and  straw  that  had  washed 
down  from  nearby  banks.

Saturday,  October  13  — Both 
the  Andover  and  the  UNH  frosli 
cross  country  teams  got  off  to  a 
fast  start.

Deerfield  s Hares  Succumb  To 
Blue  Turtles’  Spurts  Of  Speed 


Last  Saturday,  the  Andover 
Varsity  Cross-country  team  top- 
ped seven  Deerfield  harriers  by 
the  score  of  17  to  46. 

Above  all,  the  decisive  victory 
showed  the  progress  Mr.  Kimball’s 
team  has  made  in  the  past  few 
weeks.  For  the  first  time  this 
year,  three  runners,  Captain  Dick 
Howe,  David  Newsholme,  and  Bud 
Kellet,  broke  fourteen  minutes. 
Newsholme,  who  ran  cross-country 
last  year  at  his  home  in  England, 
knocked  thirty-seven  seconds  off 
his  previous  time  on  the  sanctu- 
ary course.  Also,  Tom  Cory,  one 
of  the  five  promising  uppers  on 
the  team,  ‘bettered  his  time  by 
over  a minute.  The  two  lowers  on 
the  team,  Bud  Kellet  and  Pete 
Dennehy,  lowered  their  times  by 
at  least  thirty  seconds. 

Dick  Howe  showed  his  selfless- 
ness and  team  spirit  by  slowing 
his  pace  at  the  beginning  of  the 
race  to  wait  for  Kellet  and  News- 
holme. Howe  stayed  in  second  or 
third  place  throughout  most  of  the 
race  urging  his  two  teammates  on. 
Bunched  closely  together,  the  trio 
stride  through  the  sanctuary,  well 
ahead  of  the  nearest  Deerfield 
runner,  Brad  Johnston.  At  about 
the  two-mile  point,  Howe  picked 
up  his  pace  and  finished  with  a 
strong  kick.

‘ Morrison  One  of  Finest  We’ve  Had,’  Says  Coach

With  one  of  the  finest  high 
school  hockey  players  in  the 
East  and  a veteran  cast  to 
support  him,  Andover  Acad- 
emy’s hockey  team  is  ready 
for  another  fine  season. 

And  coach  Ted  Harrison  will 
be  the  first  to  admit  that  this 
year’s  unit  is  set  to  give  the 
opposition  plenty  of  trouble.

“On  the  second  line  we’ll 
have  Dennis  McCulloch  cen- 
tering for  Doug  Brown  and 
Tony  Bryant.  These  three  boys 
are  good  hockey  players  and 
have  good  experience.” 

Also,  because  of  the  tougji 
schedule,  Harrison  realizes 
he’ll  have  to  have  a third  line 
ready  for  duty.  “Right  now 
I’ve  got  Bob  Comstock  and 
Doug  Franchot  set  for  that 
line;  with  the  other  wing  still 
up  for  grabs  between  John 
Wilson  and  John  Bemis.” 

Finally,  Harrison  looks  for 
a big  job  in  the  nets  from 
goalie  John  Stableford.  “John 
is  moving  up  from  the  JV’s 
and  his  rate  of  improvement 
has  really  been  heartening.  To 
back  him  up  if  necessary,  we’ve 
got  Bill  Semple  ready  as  a 
spare  goalie.”

The  Andover  Crew,  with  four  j 
returning  lettermen,  Jim  Wells  at 
no.  3,  Hugh  Emory  at  no.  5,  John 
Born  at  no.  6,  and  Captain  Gibby 
Vincent  at  no.  7,  is  looking  for- 
ward to  a tough  season.  The  re- 
placements for  last  year’s  grad- 
uates are  Jim  Pinney  in  bow,  Steve 
Spare  at  no.  2,  Jan  Askman  at  no. 
4 and  Gordon  Hardy,  stroke.  Cap- 
tain Vincent  says,  “With  the  new 
Russian  style  rowing  and  our  new 
shell,  Zapherpudwango,  the  crew 
has  a good  chance  of  a winning 
season.” 

In  their  first  meet  of  the  year, 
the  first  boat  races  against  the 
M.I.T.  Freshmen.  The  crew 
should  gain  valuable  experience  on 
the  Charles  Wednesday,  but  the 
chances  of  victory  are  slim  since 
M.I.T.  has  been  practicing,  for 
over  a month. 

The  Crew  came  back  early  on 
March  31  for  three  days  of  double 
workouts,  but  for  the  rest  of  the  ( 
week  high  winds  and  strong  cur- 1 
rents  prohibited  good  practice,  i 
Coach  Brown  hopes  that  the  var- 
sity will  not  think  of  the  season 
as  “Henley  or  else,”  but  take  en- 
joyment in  each  race.  When  asked 
about  Henley,  he  stated  that  he 
sees  no  possibility  for  a schoolboy 
crew  to  win  the  Thames  Cup,  the 
only  one  open  to  foreigners,  and 
is  hoping  for  a favorable  change 
in  the  rules. 


Wednesday,  April  10  — Despite 
a three-fourth  length  loss  to  the 
M.I.T.  freshmen’s  first  heavy- 
weight boat,  the  Andover  crew  up- 
set their  first  two  lightweights. 
The  closest  the  Blue  came  to  the 
Heavies  was  a half-length. 

The  race  course  was  shortened 
from  the  usual  mile  to  three 
quarters  of  a mile,  because  of  a 
brisk  wind  that  kept  the  water 


choppy.  Over  the  last  quarter  mile, 
the  River  Charles  became  much 
rougher  and  prevented  Andover 
from  raising  its  stroke  above  a 37. 

The  first  of  the  lightweights 
finished  over  two  lengths  behind 
P.A.  “Under  difficult  conditions 
the  team  rowed  well,”  said  captain 
Gibby  Vincent.

Crew  Takes  All  Races  From  Springfield; 


Wednesday,  April  17  — Over- 
powering a weak  Springfield  crew 
by  fourteen  lengths,  the  first  boat 
raced  its  way  to  the  first  victory 
of  the  season.  The  course  on  the 
Merrimack  was  close  to  perfect 
for  the  race  as  a slight  breeze1 
counter-balanced  the  affect  of  the 
current. 

Andover’s  powerful  racing  start 
put  PA  into  the  lead,  and  by  the 
quarter  mile  the  Blue  was  ahead 
by  five  lengths.

Just  as  the  race  began,  a motor- 
boat  buzzed  by  the  two  boats,  con- 
siderably upsetting  their  balance 
and  timing.  Andover  got  the  worst 
of  it  as  the  entire  port  side  caught 
a crab.  The  Green  had  taken  an- 
other stroke  and  was  three-fourths 
of  a length  ahead  by  the  time 
Andover’s  stroke  returned  to  nor- 
mal. 

Dartmouth  kept  its  lead  until 
the  three-quarter  mark.

Varsity  And  J.V.  Crews  Bow  To  Harvard; 

9 Second  Margins  In  2000-Meter  Races 


Wednesday,  May  8 — The  And- 
over Crew,  racing  on  the  wind- 
blown Merrimack,  fell  to  the  Har- 
vard Freshmen  second  heavy- 
weight boat  by  two  lengths. 

Taking  the  lead  with  the  first 
few  strokes,  Harvard  kept  ahead 
for  the  entire  race.  Rowing  for 
the  Frosh  was  Chris  Babb,  a vet- 
eran of  last  year’s  Henley  Crew. 

Andover  rowed  2000  meters,  a 
compromise  between  a Henley 
Course  and  a mile.  At  the  start, 
the  Blue  took  the  stroke  up  to  a 
49  and  then  dropped  it  to  a 41  at 
the  bridge.  The  Frosh  kept  their 
stroke  a little  lower  and  more 
powerful. 


At  the  half-mile,  P.A.’s  stroke 
settled  to  a 35.  It  began  to  take 
up  the  stroke  and  finished  the 
race  at  about  a 42  or  43.  The 
Crimson  refrained  from  increas- 
ing its  stroke  until  the  last 
eighth  of  a mile.  The  Blue  then 
finished  with  a time  of  5:50,  nine 
seconds  slower  than  Harvard’s 
5:41. 

The  Frosh  had  been  practicing 
for  the  entire  year,  running  three 
miles  a day  and  rowing  on  an  in- 
door tank  in  the  winter.  Recently, 
Harvard’s  second  heavies  have 
been  close  behind  the  first  heavy- 
weight boat,  which  finished  only 
a length  behind  the  Varsity  in  the 


time  trials. 


After  keeping  up  with  Harvard 
for  the  first  40  strokes  the  J.V. 
crew  gradually  lost  ground,  and 
finished  two  lengths  behind  the 
Harvard  freshmen  heavyweights’ 
third  boat.  The  problem  of  the 
J.V.’s,  as  put  by  the  crew  after 
the  race,  was  that  “we  were  just 
too  darned  sloppy.”

Half  the  spring  term  gone.  Some  teams  have  shaped  up 


to  what  was  expected  of  them,  but  several  have  disappointed 
the  Andover  supporters’  hopes. 

The  lacrosse  team,  generally  considered  inexperienced 
but  loaded  with  potential,  now  has  the  experience  and  has 
lived  up  to  its  potential.  Its  record  of  52  points  to  the  op- 
position’s 14  is  almost  identical  with  last  year’s.  The  only 
difference  is  that  last  year’s  team  was  loaded  with  return- 
ees, was  “the  team  to  beat,”  and  had  already  lost  one  game. 

The  optimism  is  running  high  and  all  facets  of  coordin- 
ated teamwork  have  jelled,  except  the  groundwork  and  the 
passing  which  remain  slushy.  If  these  fundamentals  aren’t 
completely  mastered,  however,  the  stiffer,  more  alert  opposi- 
tion to  come  will  capitalize  on  them  relentlessly  and  will 
methodically  tear  apart  Andover’s  Cinderella  team. 

The  tennis  squad  is  living  up  to  the  image  of  last  year’s 
team.  Jose  Gonzalez  is  undefeated  in  his  singles  matches  this 
year.  Captain  Morrison  and  he  have  defeated  all  doubles  op- 
position. There  is  depth.  The  toughest  match  of  the  year,  the 
Harvard  encounter,  is  behind.  Optimism  reigns. 

Although  dropping  a match  to  Exeter,  the  golf  team  ap- 
pears to  have  improved  this  year.  The  team  reversed  both 
the  Harvard  and  Mt.  Hermon  defeats  of  last  spring.  If  Mel 
Weinberger  could  tie  Exeter’s  national  junior  champion 
again,  or  defeat  him,  and  if  Chris  Gurry,  Stu  Reed,  Joe 
Parsons,  Jim  Binns  and  Captain  Terry  Rogers -could  turn 
in  inspired  support,  last  year’s  victory  over  Exeter  cquld  be 
repeated. 

The  biggest  disappointment  is  baseball.  Five  starters 
returned,  the  pitching  and  hitting  seemed  overwhelmingly 
powerful.  Talk  of  an  undefeated  season  was  common.  The 
first  game  was  a solid  win.  No  one  questioned  the  Holy 
Cross  defeat.  The  Holy  Cross  freshmen  are  always  strong. 

Then  cracks  in  the  solid  squad  began  to  appear  in  the 
Brown  game,  and  grew  when  Yale  stunned  the  school  by 
bombing  the  team.  Hitting  was  weak,  and  fielding  was 
weaker.  Only  the  pitching  seemed  stable.  It  is  Dan  Hoots- 
tein’s  .300  plus  average  that  is  keeping  a spark  of  life  in  the 
team’s  offense.  In  just  half  the  season,  last  year’s  number  of 
lost  games  has  been  already  equalled.  The  remaining  nine 
games  will  be  just  as  tough,  and  if  the  team  doesn’t  pull  out 
of  its  slump  quickly,  it  will  be  a struggle  just  to  play  .500 
ball. 

Track  improved  over  last  year’s  performance  against 
Dartmouth  in  its  two  point  loss.  But  no  one  can  be  optimis- 
tic enough  to  hope  for  a win  against  a tremendously  .power- 
ful Exeter  track  team. 

Andover’s  “repeat  champions”  seem  baffled  by  .the  Rus- 
sian stroke  and  unless  the  mystery  of  that  style  is  unrat- 
ed, tile  Andover  Crew  will  be  favored  to  repeat  its*  losses  to 
Kent  and  Tabor  in  the  interscholastics.

Track  Runs  Third 
As  Exies  Triumph 

Wednesday,  Mtrif  ' — Exeter’s 

tremendous  team  depth  and  Gover- 
nor Dummer’s  outstanding  indivi- 
dual performances  relegated  the 
Blue  Mercurymen  to  a third  place 
finish  in  the  annual  New  England 
Prep  School  track  meet,  held  this 
year  at  Andover.  Sweeping  to  ten 
first  and  second  places,  the  Redmen 
asmassed  a total  of  95  V2  points, 
easily  sufficient  to  bomb  the  Blue’s 
40 V2  and  Governor  Dummer’s  43 
point  totals.  The  meet’s  other  two 
participants,  Huntington  Prep  and 
Moses  Brown  Academy,  were  a dis- 
tant fourth  and  fifth,  respectively, 
with  totals  of  17  and  11  to  their 
credit. 

Handicapped  by  the  loss  of  Andy 
Cahners,  top  hurdler  and  sprinter, 
who  pulled  a hamstring  in  the  low 
hurdles  final,  the  P.A.  trackmen 
compensated  by  turning  in  many 
of  their  finest  career  performances. 

Although  failing  to  capture  a 
race,  the  Blue  distancemen  were 
outstanding,  easily  outdistancing 
their  closest  Red  rivals.  Cross 
country  captain  Dick  Howe  con- 
tinued his  assault  on  the  school 
mile  record  with  a great  4:29  clock- 
ing, although  placing  second  to 
Governor  Dummer’s  distance  star 
Ray  Langanbach’s  4:24.6,  whose 
time  easily  broke  the  meet  record 
of  4:27.  In  other  distance  races 
Captain  Jeff  Huvelle  was  nipped 
at  the  440  tape  by  Hathaway  Eve- 
leth  of  Governor  Dummer,  51.5  to 
51.6;  and  lower  Bud  Kellett  ran 
his  best  race  to  date  in  the  880,  but 
crossed  the  finish  line  behind  Hunt- 
ington’s Bryce  Kirkland  and  Gov- 
ernor Dummer’s  great  Langanbach. 

Swept  in  both  the  dashes  and 
the  high  hurdles,  the  Blue  retali- 
ated in  the  shot,  high  and  broad 
jumps.  Frank  “the  link”  Hekimian 
heaved  the  shot  two  and  one  half 
feet  beyond  his  former  best,  cap- 
turing the  event  with  a toss  of 
52’  7 3/4”,  while  Mike  Kaiser 
cleared  six-feet  for  the  first  time 
and  narrowly  missed  at  six-three 
in  tying  Exeter’s  Ken  Holman  for 
frr&t.  Bruce"Sorrie  and  Brad  Moore 


captured  second  and  third,  respec- 
tively, in  the  broad  jump,  and 
Sorrie  added  a fourth  in  the  low 
hurdles.

I Saturday,  May  25  — Brother’s 
Field’s  largest  track  crowd  of  the 
I year  saw  a vastly  improved  And- 
over track  team  succumb  to  Ex- 
eter’s tremendous  team  depth, 
79-38.  Unable  to  capture  a single 
event  in  last  winter’s  dual  meet 
against  the  Exies,  the  Blue 
swept  four  clean  firsts  and  two 
first-place  ties. 

P.A.  grabbed  a slight  lead  in 
the  first  event  of  the  day  when 
slim  Dave  Rockwood  skimmed  over 
the  high-hurdles  two  yards  ahead 
of  the  Red.  Frank  Hekimian  then 
kept  Blue  victory  hopes  high  when 
lie  heaved  the  shot  a tremendous 
54’  8 Vz  ”,  topping  George  Houpis’s 
Andover  record,  but  missing  the 
meet  record  by  a scant  one  inch. 

In  his  last  jump  for  the  Blue, 
Mike  Kaiser  faced  Fred  Holman, 
the  Exie’s  top  jumper,  who  has 
gone  6'  5%"  in  practice.  Rising  to 
meet  the  competition,  Kaiser  leapt 
an  inch  higher  than  ever  before  to 
tie  Holman  for  first  at  6'  1 
Once  again,  due  to  Andy  Cah- 
ners’ prolonged  injury,  the  dashes 
and  hurdles  belonged  to  Exeter. 
Former  high  school  All-american 
halfback  Pat  Conway  led  a near 
sweep,  whipping  into  the  100  and 
220  tapes  just  ahead  of  teammate 
Bill  Grad,  who  also  took  both  the 
broad  jump  and  low  hurdles. 

Bruce  Sorrie  thwarted  Red 
sweeps  in  the  lows  and  broad 
jump  with  a third  and  second,  re- 
spectively, and  Captain  Jeff  Hu- 
velle took  the  lone  Andover  dash 
place,  a third  in  the  220. 

Offsetting  Exie  sweeps  in  the 
javelin  and  discus  were  Huvelle 
and  ace  miler,  Dick  Howe.  Huvelle 
raced  Leigh  Hall  of  Exeter  neck 
and  neck  until  the  last  stretch  of 
the  440  when  he  pulled  away  to 
win  the  most  exciting  race  of  the 
day  in  52  seconds  flat. 

After  a slow  first  quarter  pace, 
cross-country  Captain  Howe  sped 
into  the  lead  and  drove  into  the 
mile  tape  40  yards  ahead  of  Con- 
rad Willeman  of  the  Red  and 
Andover’s  Pete  Smith  in  a fine 
4:31  clocking. 

In  the  final  race  of  the  day, 
John  Carbonneau  of  Exeter,  norm- 
ally a 440  man,  put  on  a last- 
second  burst  of  speed  to  clip  the 
tape  ahead  of  Bud  Kellet  and  Bill 
Baumer  of  the  Blue,  in  the  880. 

Captain  Huvelle  was  greatly 
encouraged  by  the  Blue’s  perform- 
ance and  feels  that  the  underclass 
spirit  especially  bodes  ill  for  the 
Exies  next  year.
